In the Los Angeles county jail 
today is the man who allegedly 
on July 11 shot H. M. Gritzner 
and attempted to rob the Yucca 
Inn, West Foothill boulevard. A 
warrant for the arrest of Vladi- 
mir Salata was issued yesterday 
after Constable Cecil Myers ac- 
companied Mrs. Gritzner to the 
Los Angeles jail. There she 
identified the man that allegedly 
shot her husband when Gritzner 
disobeyed the man’s command to 
“stick ’em up.’ 

Since the attempted robbery, 
Constable Myers, assisted by 
other officials, has conducted a 
wide search. 

Salata and George Christensen 
were arrested in Los Angeles 
July 17 on charges of robbing a | 
service station. Description of 
the two men was very similar to 
th two men who participated in 
the attempted Yucca Inn _ rob- 
bery. Constable Myers and Dep- 
uty Sheriff Jack Brown of Cuca- 
monga were notified. The two 
officers accompanied Mrs. Gritz- 
ner to Los Angeles yesterday aft- 
ernoon and the woman definitely 
identified Salata. Jt iz believed 
Christensen accompanied Salata 
in the atternptea robbery here. 

At about 10 o’clock on the 
evening of July 11, one man en- 
tered the inn and another stood 
just outside the door. The man 


who entered ordered Mr. and 
Mrs. Gritzner to put up their 
hands. Mr. Grtizner attempted 


tc snatch the gun from the man’s 
hand and he was shot. The man 
who remained outside verbally 
aided his partner in ordering the 
proprietors to produce the money. 

Salata, believed to be about 
26 years of age, is out on parole 
from Folsom prison, having serv- 
ed terms in San Quentin and 
Folsom. According to Mr. My- 
ers, conviction of the man on 
either the Los Angeles charge 
or the local charge will return 
him to Folsom without any pos- 
sibility of him getting parled in 
the future. 

It is expected here that Los 
Angeles will prosecute Salada 
and that he will not be brought 
to this county for a hearing.

CALLED BY DEATH 


One of Earliest Pioneers of 
Old Ontario Colony 
Ends Career 





Like the removal of a long 
established community landmark 
was the passing Wednesday of 
one of Upland’s earliest and 
most widely known pioneers, 
Godfrey T. Stamm, of 1291 Euc- 
lid avenue. 

Mr. Stamm, who proudly ccl- 
ebrated his Nintieth birthday on 
February 26, died at 9:20 Wed- 
nesday night at his cottage at 
Balboa Beach where he had been 
staying for the past month 
with his nurse, Mrs. Ann MclIn- 
tosh, and his niece, Mrs. Florence 
Henry and family from Escon- 
Gido. 

Although his mind remained 
keen and alert to his last day, 
his body had grown frail during 
the past two years. However, 
he was quite active most of the 
time, was able to transact his 
own business up to the day of 
his death, and took a keen in- 
terest in general affairs of the 
day. 

Perhaps his greatest pleasure 
was recalling the stirring events 
of the pioneer days in Los Ange- 
les and the Ontario colony, the 
settlement and upbuilding of 
which he took a prominent part. 


A native of Germany, Mr. 
Stamm was brought to the Unit- 
ed States when one and a half 
years old, and spent much of his 
early life in Milwaukee, Wis., 
where he was in business and 
amassed considerable wealth. 

In 1883 he came with his fam- 
ily to Los Angeles where he con- 
ducted a large furniture  busi- 
ness. He also purchased a large 
citrus ranch near the city and 
became interested in the fruit 
industry. He later was one of 
the first members of the Califor- 
nia Fruit Growers Exchange. 

In 1887 he became a member 
of the Ontario Land Improvement 
Co. and came to Ontario colony 
to make his home. 

For the convenience of the 
colony settlers and to facilitate 
business, Mr. Stamm helped to 
establish and became president 
of the first bank in this district, 
the Ontario State bank. He al- 
so was instrumental in promot- 
ing the now famous mule street 
car line on Euclid avenue. For 
most of the years since that 





time he resided in Ontario, be-| 
ing identified with many business | 


enterprises, citrus 
ranching. 

Four years ago when his wife 
passed away, Mr. Stamm came 
to Upland to make his home with 
his son, George T. Stamm. 

Mr. Stamm leaves his son and 
two grandsons, Theodore and 
John Stamm, and a granddaugh- 
ter, Miss Elsa Stamm; a sister,

ONTARIO OPPOSED 


Charles Latimer Declares New 
Federal Building Would 
Mean Loss 








Charles Latimer, cwner of the 
building in which the Ontario 
post office is located , doesn’t 
want Uncle Sam to build a new 
federal building there, he em- 
phatically declared at a meet- 
ing of Ontario civic leaders this 
week.

The 
structure was built especially to 
house the post office on tke un- 
derstanding that it would be per- 
manently useqd as such. Lease 
on the Ontario building expires 
in April.
